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As a result of despatches received by the Attor- 
ney-General there was a conference on Sunday 
at the White House between the President, Sec- 
retary Lamont and Mr. Olney. Upon the conclu- 
cion of the conference Major-General Schofield, 
acting under instructions from the Secretary of 
War, sent orders to the commandant of the Pres- 
idio, in California, and to Gen. McCook, directing 
the former to send four companies of infantry 
to Los Angeles and the latter to send three com- 
panies of infantry from Fort Logan, Colo., to 
Trinidad. Afterward orders were issued to Gen. 
McCook directing all available troops in Colorado 
to proceed to points where Federal interests are 
in danger and insist upon the proper recognition 
of the mandates of United States courts. Gen. 
MeCook’s command will be reinforced by several 
detachments of troops from Gen. Brooke's de- 
partment. 

The serious developments of Monday last in 
the strike were the cause of another conference 
at the White House at 9:30 on that night. Major- 
General Miles, who has been absent from his 
post on leave of absence, reached Washington 
at 9 o’clock, and he, in company with Major-Gen- 
eral Schofield, drove to the White House, where 
they found the President, Secretaries Gresham 
and Lamont and the Attorney-General in con- 
sultation. It was decided at this conference to 
preserve the peace if it was necessary to call 
out the whole Army to do so. The troubles in 
Illinois were carefully gone over and the course 
General Miles was to pursue was outlined. Gen. 
Miles was at the War Department the following 
morning and was further instructed by Secre- 
tary Lamont and General Schofield. He left the 
city at 11:15 for his headquarters in Chicago. 

Urgent demands for Federal troops came from 
the Chicago authorities. These were laid before 
the President by the Attorney-General and after 
that official had read them he sent for the Sec- 
retary of War. The following statement was 
given out when the conference was concluded: 
“The United States Marshal, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney and United States Judge at Chi- 
cago having represented to the President that it 
is impracticable to otherwise execute the orders 
of the United States courts in connection with 
the movement of trains and the obstructions of 
the United States mails, the United States troops 
at Fort Sheridan have been ordered to that city 
to enforce a proper observance of the laws of the 
United States.” The garrison at Fort Sheridan 
consists of eight companies of infantry, two 
troops of cavalry and a battery of light artillery. 

Despatches were received from the several 
officers in command of the troops who had been 
ordered out, stating that the presence of the 
troops had had a quieting effect. Major-General 
McCook, in a despatch to the Department on 
‘Tuesday last, announced the derailing of the train 
which was carrying troops from Trinidad to 
Raton, where the trouble has assumed a serious 
phase. 








We made brief reference some time since to 
a report filed in the Navy Department by Acting 
Rear-Admiral Erben, concerning the Chicago and 
its commanding officer. Since then other papers 
have gone into the matter more at length, not 
imitating our discretion. The latest article 
on the subject appears in the “Sun” of July 1. 
This writer says: “Captain Mahan is said by 
the majority of naval officers to be a scholarly 
officer, but not one with snap and possessing 
those qualities which go to make up what is 
termed a ‘sailorman.’ He takes little or no in- 
terest in the command of men or the routine 
discipline of a war ship, but prefers to sit in 
his cabin and produce philosophical articles on 
warfare. Admiral Erben is known throughout 
the service as ‘Bully’ Erben, on account of his 
hearty, wholesome-sailor manner avd love of 
the sea. He is in this respect like grizzly old 
Bancroft Gherardi, whose heart was nearly 
broken when he was compelled to haul down 
his flag after the naval review. Both would 
rather be at sea than command the best naval 
shore station. Of Captain Mahan it is said that 
he prefers land to sea every time, and will take 
advantage of the forty-year-service retirement 
clause as soon as he comes within it, and give 
up active service, so as to devote his entire at- 
tention to writing.” It is an open secret that 


Captain Mahan would have preferred shore duty, 
with leisure and quiet for literary work, to his 
present command. While Mr. Tracy was Secre- 
tary, Captain Mahan’s preference in this matter 
was considered. The result is shown in the pub- 
lication of the works which have made the Cap- 
tain’s name better known abroad than that of 
almost any other navy officer. Those who in- 
sist that an officer should keep strictly within the 
limitations of his profession, and those who con- 
tend that he should be permitted to make use of 
any exceptional attainment he may have that 
may be considered germane to his profession, 
have both reason in their argument. It requires 
nice discrimination to determine where the line 
should be drawn. It will not do, on the other 
hand, to permit too great latitude in escaping 
strictly professional duty, nor should we fail al- 
together to provide for these exceptional cases 
of calling to a special mission of -which Captain 
Mahan would appear to be an example. 


Lieut. M. F. Steele, Eighth U. S. Cav., in a 
practical article on “The Post Mess” in the July 
number of the “Journal of the Military Service 
Institution,” refers in kindly though plain terms 
to the lack, to some extent, of good “table man- 
ners.” He says: “Of course many soldiers 
know that their forks sre meant to convey the 
food to their mouths; that their saucers are not 
furnished to cool their coffee in; that the spoon 
in the potatoes is there to be used, and that it 
makes the sugar in the dish lumpy and unsightly 
to souse into it a spoon wet with coffee, and 
many of them live up to their knowledge. But 
those who don’t are vastly in the majority. Many 
would probably be glad to know that these things 
are not according to the table code of the ‘Four 
Hundred.’ But how to tell them? It is surely 
too trivial an affair to be the subject of post 
orders for mess-hall regulations. I, for one, 
should hate to prefer charges against an old 
soldier, one, perhaps, who had received scars in 
battle and could teach me many things about my 
trade, for eating with his knife, or picking his 
teeth with his fork.” The author then suggests 
that a remedial step might be taken “if some 
of the benevolent societies which have taken the 
spiritual welfare of the soldier in hand, and 
whose presidents spend their talent in compos- 
ing poetic prayers, and their money in printing 
them on cards to distribute to the Army, would put 
the same amount of talent and money to supplying 
cards bearing a short, sensible code of table man- 
ners, they might do some good to the military 
servive. The first step in the path to good morals 
is good manners. Such cards, if scattered about 
on the tables of the mess-hall and the reading- 
room, would be read. No doubt they would be 
laughed at and ridiculed, but, still, they would 
have their effect.” 


As was stated in the Journal last week, only 
four of the members of this year’s graduating 
class of the Naval Academy were discharged 
from the service on account of lack of vacancies. 
These were Cadets John T. Myers, Edward S. 
Kellogg, David V. Allen and George H. Mather. 
These four young men hope, however, to secure 
commissions under the provisions of the bill 
now before Congress allowing surplus gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy to enter the engineer 
corps. Naval Cadet A. L. Gamble was dis- 
charged on account of physical disability, and 
Cadet 'T. L. Stitt was discharged upon his own 
request. The President will send to the Senate 
at any moment now, it is expected, the list of the 
successful graduates. The Journal is able to 
State that the following assignment of cadets 
will be made: To the Engineer Corps—John S. 
Porter, Robert K. Crank, Stanford E. Moses and 
Raymond D. Hasbrouck. To the Construction 
Corps—John D. Bueret, Joseph E. McDonald 
and Homer L. Ferguson. To the Line—Ensigns 
George C. Day, Luke McNamee, Joseph R. Camp- 
bell, John R. Y. Blakely, Charles T. Jewell, H. 
A. Evans, Frederick L. Sawyer, Charles L. Hus- 
sey, Gregory C. Davison, Leon S. Thompson, 
John F. Hines, Frederick A. Traut, Yates Stir- 
ling, Jr., Powers Symington, Fred. R. Payne, 
George Mallison, B. B. McCormick, Joel R. P.

it is not possible to enforce, and officers may per 
haps be permitted the privilege of grumbling. »s 
far as this does not tend to paralyze effort.

for the promotion of Commodore Erben, a tele 
gram was sent asking for this. A reply is not ex 
pected before next Monday. 


Ten cadets of the Military Academy, who have 
been reported to the Department as being 4d 
ficient in their studies, were dismissed on Mor 
day last from the service. 


The fiscal year 1894-95 came in rather tamely 
on Sunday last, July 1, and while the prospects 
for the year are not precisely gloomy they cal 
scarcely be termed exhilarating. 

Department commanders have commenced 
preparations for the annual rifle competitions 
which will soon be in order.

the nation, so that from the moment the recruit 
yasses his first drill lessons discipline become to 
him a religion, and he will fire on his father if or- 
dered by the Minister of War. He becomes, in 
fact, a member of a caste whose caste rule is obedi- 
ence, and will no more revolt than monks will re- 
yolt because they do not like the abbot. If he 
js fairly fed and decently treated, his military pride 
overpowers all other impulses,,at least until defeat 
arrives in the field, and nothing gratifies that pride 
more than to feel that he, and he alone, visibly 
upholds the State. 


The revival of the report that it was the inten- 
tion to abolish the office of Commanding General 
of the Army has created considerable amusement 
in Army circles. This report has been started 
from time to-time, and has as often been denied 
until it has come to the point where a smile and a 
shrag, both expressing incredulity, meet the an- 
nouncement. An official of the War Department 
dassed the report with the periodically revived 
tale of the sea serpent, and expressed the opinion 
that Seeretary Lamont was hardly likely to ad- 
yocate abolishing the office, in view of the incon- 
venience that would result. There was equally 
strong denial that the headquarters of the Army 
would be moved from Washington. “It was much 
more convenient,” continued the War Department 
official already referred to, “to have the Army head- 
quarters and the Department in the same building.

by the present arrangement, and there would be 
considerable time lost in the transaction of im- 
portant matters if by any chance the present lo 
cation of the headquarters were to be changed.”

The morning of June 27 was spent by the student 
officers at Fort Leavenworth in a study of terrain 
rides, conducted by Captain Eben Swift, 5th U. 8. 
Cay. A problem in the deployment of troops upon 
the advance of the enemy had been given the class 
a few days previously, and the answers submitted 
were now discussed. The proposition was this: 
The enemy is reported as approaching from the 
west, having reached a point ten miles west of 
Easton. A brigade, consisting of three regiments of 
infantry, a squadron of cavalry, corps of engineers 
and light battery of artillery, is encamped on the 
reservation. At 8 p. m. an order is received at 
brigade headquarters to check the advance of the 
enemy at Big Stranger Creek, about one-half the 
distance from the post to the point where the 
enemy’s advance was first discovered, and there 
hold him. Each student officer is in the position of 
brigade commander. His answer must show the 
steps taken the moment the orders to check the ad- 
vanee of the enemy were received; the copies of 
orders issued for the proper deployment of the 
forces to bring about the result desired by higher 
authority and the position of each body of troops 
finally in holding the enemy at Big Stranger. 

The land records of the War Department 
to be brought together in the office of the Judge 
Advocate General, instead of being scattered, as 
heretofore, through various Departments. A Wash- 
ngton despatch says: ‘The title papers of land 
owned will fill a dozen barrels. Most of them re 
late to abandoned forts, corrals and supply sta- 
iions in the West. of the property is in 
unused forts along the Atiantic seaboard, such as 
Fort Gorges and Fort Delaware. Nearly every 
bureau in the War Department has had something 
to do about land, there being no systematic control 
and supervision of property of this kind. The Quar- 
termaster General has had charge of some of it, the 
Chief of Ordnance of some, and the Chief of Engi- 
neers of other land. Now it is all to come under the 
Judge Advocate General. He will keep track of the 
conveyances, and establish what amounts to a re- 
corder’s office in his bureau.”

An lowa doctor, it is reported, has invented a 
contrivance consisting of a bicycle with an ambu- 
lance attachment. A stretcher is fastened securely, 
but easily, to the top of the bicycle frame, and the 
wounded or sick person can lie on it and be moved 
from point to point with little exertion aud practi- 
cally no discomfort. The frame to which the struct- 
ure is fastened is made of aluminum. The struct- 
ure can be easily adjusted to any inclination. The 
inventor claims for his contrivance much utility on 
the battlefield. He says that the machine can run 
on any roads, enabling members of the hospital 
corps to quickly reach the sick or wounded, and 
promptly convey them to a place where they can 
receive medical attendance. 
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An effort is being made to induce the convention 
revising the constitution of the State of New York 
to take action permitting the transfer of the Erie 
Canal to the United States for enlargement into a 
ship canal. The total length of canals constructed 


in the United States before the year 1880 was 
4,468 miles, and their cost is stated to have 
amounted to $215,000,000, about $50,000 a mile. 


Of these 1,955 miles had been abandoned, so that 
2,513 miles were in operation. The canals appear 
to have fallen into decay through neglect, or been 
abandoned on the advent of railways. 

The Emperor of Germany is setting a praise- 
worthy example to his neighbors in Europe by his 
efforts to induce the officers of the army, especially 
the young ones, to be careful with their money, 
and, above ali, not to live beyond their means.

THE RAILROAD REBELLION, 


The condition of things along many of our most 
important lines of railroads recalls the stirring scenes 
of the War of the Rebellion. From various quarters 
come reports of burning bridges and trestles, mis- 
placed switches, derailed and overturned cars and 
interference with the free railroad 
traffic. Without entering upon details we give here 
extracts from the press reports, which will give a 


movement of 


general idea of the situation. 

DENVER, COLO., July 1.—Fifty United States depu- 
ties were surrounded and disarmed to-day by the 
strikers at Trinidad. The deputies were held as pris- 
oners., 

DENVER, COLO., July 2, 1894.—The cavalry in Fort 
Wingate, N. M., with the 10th Infantry, stationed at 
Santa Fe, will probably be moved to the Santa Fe line. 

DENVER, COLO., July 1.—The deputy marshals tele- 
graphed that resistance would have been suicidal and 
surrender was the only alternative. On this representa- 
tion the call for troops was sent to Denver. Marshal 
Israel says he will not attempt to regain possession of 
the railroad property without the backing of regulars, 
as no non-organized force would be effective. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1.—At the request of the 
Attorney-General orders were issued by the Secretary 





of War, at a late hour to-night, directing that all the 
availabie troops at bort gun, Colo., be sent limme- 
diately to ‘Trinidad, in southeastern Colorado. The 
companies of the 7th Infantry, stationed at Fort Lo- 
gan, comprise about 300 men. Orders were also issued 
to the commanding officer at the Presidio of California, 
directing the four troops of lst Infantry stationed at 
that post to proceed at once to Los Angeles. 

WASHINGTON, July 4.—The Attorney-General to-day 
telegraphed to United States District-Attorney Milchrist, 
at Chicago, to have the Grand Jury convene as soon as 
poss.ble, in order that indictments may be found against 
President Debs and other officials of the American Kall- 
way Union, in conformity with the omnibus injunction 
issued by the United States District Court at Ch.cago. 

One other point at which danger is apprehended is at 
Raton, New Mexico. Uuited States troops were ordered 
there two days ago, but te.egrams have been received 
here stating that the train conveying the troops was de- 
railed about 100 mlJes south of Raton. From the best 
authority it is asvertained that the Goverument pro- 
poses to re-establish order, maintain the law, and open 
railroad traflic, cost what it may. Heretofore it uas 
proceeded with extreme caution, feeling its way step 
by step, but now that it has secured the authority of 
the courts it is the intention to enforce the injunctions 
issued with promptness and firmness. 

LOS ANGELES, CAL., July 2.—United States Dis- 
trict Judge Koss has received notice from Washington 
that the Federal troops in this district are subject to 
his orders, and in event of trouble with the strikers 
he is authorized to call them out. 

BLUE ISLAND. ILL., July 4.—Fiur companies of the 
15th Infantry, U. S. Army, Major Bailey commanding, 
arrived here from Fort Sheridan, IL, this morning at 
daybreak. They numbered 200, wore slouch hats, and 
carried Springtield rifles, ramrod bayonets, and plenty 
of ammunition, besides rations for 15 days. The sight 
of soldiers on guard, never before seen in this part of 
the country, had the effect of silencing the strikers and 
subduing their inclinations to interference with the 
work of opening the line to traffic. 

CHICAGO, July 4.—Companies B and F, of the 15th 
Regiment, United States Infantry, numbering between 
125 and 150 men, under the command of Capt. H. H. 
Humphrey, arrived at Grand Crossing, ll., from Fort 
Sher.dan, early this morning. Everything was quiet 
during the day, and, with the exception of the men on 
guard duty, discipline was relaxed and the soldiers took 
things easy. Owing to a delay at Fort Sheridan, the 
troop train did not leave there until an hour and a half 


after the time scheduled for starting, which was 8 
o'clock, arriving at the Northwestern station at ten 
minutes past 10 o'clock. The two troops of the 7th 


Cavalry, L and K, which came with the 15th EnSpntey. 
are the ones which did such good service at the battle 


of Wounded Knee, in the late Sioux war, near Pine 
Ridge. 
CHICAGO, July 4.—‘‘The first shot fired by the regu-

A telegram was sent to-night by General Miles, now 
on his way from Washington, to the officer command- 
ing the troops at Fort Wayne, near Detroit, ordering 
two companies of regulars, of 50 men each, under 
arms, to be ready for duty at short notice. 

The news from Washington that the 15th Infantry, 
Colonel Crofton commanding, together with two troops 
of the 7th Cavalry and two batteries of artillery, had 
been ordered out from Fort Sheridan, was hailed with 
delight throughout the city, and when the soldiers ar- 
rived to-night at the Northwestern station, they were 
given a welcome that had no I:mit to its enthusiasm. 
rhousands of citizens gathered at the station to cheer 
the troops and hail them as deliverers, and as the in- 
fantry marched through the streets to the Illinois Cen- 
tral and Van Buren street stations, where special trains 
were waiting to carry them to South Chicago, Bue Is- 
land and the stock yards, they were followed by cheer- 
ing thousands, 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL.. July 2.—A riot occurred at the 
Wabash Railway station, and troops were used to dis- 
perse the mob. Three companies of militia, Co. I, of 
Jacksonville; Co, E, of Petersburg, and Co. C, of this 
city, were on a train and were held here for five hours. 
The engineer of the regular train was pulled off his 
cab by the strikers over the heads of soldiers who of- 
fered no resistance or aid to him. 

The Chicago correspondent of the N. Y. “Herald” 
tells this story: ‘Persons who stood in Kinzie street 
in July, 1877, when the 5th Regiment, United States 
regulars, marched to aid in quelling the riots then 
raging, had an opportunity to observe the summary 
manner in which trained soldiers act. The city was in 
a tumult, when the bronzed Indian fighters arrived on 
the Northwestern Railroad. The Colonel commanding, 
before moving out of the station, called up the Ser- 
geants. ‘We will probably be hooted as we march 
through the streets,’ said he. ‘That we can stand, 
but if any man throws a stone at the regiment shoot 
him.’ The mob in Kinzie street howled at the soldiers. 
Outside the line of each company marched a Sergeant 
keeping a watchful eye on the crowd. Near La Salle 
street a husky rioter threw a brick which struck a 
Lieutenant on the shoulder. As he staggered backward 
the man who had thrown the missile fell dead. The 
old sergeant of the company had observed the Colonel's 
orders and fired before the man had time to move. 
The crowd straightway ceased yelling, and turning, 
ran at full speed. The sergeant and his comrades did 
not look around. Not another stone was thrown at the 
troops.” 

From Chicago come descriptions of the gathering 
of 1,200 improvised deputy U. S. marshals, “armed 
with a riot gun, a new and deadly cross between 
the Gatling gun and a French mitrailleuse, which 
will carry death and destruction in its wake.” 
“With five of these guns,” said United States Mar- 
shal Arnold, “and my men fairly protected, it 
would be an easy matter to dispose of 50,000 
rioters.” 

Another despatch reports that 200 of the mar- 
shals were brought to a stand by 2,000 of the 
rioters. Probably they did not have the riot gun. 

Some of the marshals have shown great effici- 
ency. There have been a number of arrests at 
Chicago and at Indianapolis. U. S. Marshal Haw- 
kins brought in nine prisoners in one batch charged 
with conspiracy to retard the mails or interfering 
with the mails. Another arrest included the presi- 
dent and three members of a local branch of the 
American Railway Union. It is expected that the 
head devil of them all, one Debs, will soon be in 
eustody under indictment.

QUESTIONS AS TO THEIR INTERPRETATION ANSWERED. 
for previous answers, see Infantry Drill Regulations with 
Addenda published by the Army and Navy Fournal. 


Note.—As these answers are intended for the benefit of all of our 
readers, we cannot undertake to answer questions by mail. 

J. S. G asks: (1) While drilling in the manual “ by the 
numbers’? and the commander commands right (or left) 
dress, does it break the numbers? (2) Does the inter- 
pretation of Par. No. 68 reverse the explanation in 
said paragraph? In fixing and unfixing bayonet and re- 
turning to the order, does the left hand remain near the 
right in the first motion, or do the hands change in 
front of the centre of the body. Answer.—(1) Yes. 
(2) The hands change in front of the centre of the body. 

W. S. M. asks if drilling in the manual of arms by 
the numbers and the command r'ght dress is given, 
then front, will this command break the numbers and 
cause the company to execute the manual without the 


numbers. Answer.—Yes. Whenever in doubt instructor 
should repeat caution. 
H. I). M.—Par. 714. What do the supernumeraries 


do at open ranks? Answer.—They stand fast. See 20th 
line of Par. 713. 

YINERGHTIC asks. (1) Having formed column of 
files by facing the company to the right (par. 131) can 
column of fours be formed to the front as described in 
paragraph 218? (2) Does paragraph 217 have any bear- 
ing upon this particular formation, and if it does 
would the “original front’’ be the original front of the 
company in line or after column of files had been 
formed by facing them to the right. Answer.—(1) No. 
(2) “Original front’? means the front of the column 
when originally formed. Par. 217 applies only to the 
column of fours, or twos, or files formed from fours. 

MOHAWK.—1. L. D. R., Pars. 543, 544, 545, 572. 
Suppose the chief of platoon commands, “1. Fire by 
squad, 2. Three volleys, 3. At that tree, 4. At 400 yards, 
5. Commence firing.’’ As I understand it, the chiefs of 
sections would repeat these commands, and the squad 
leaders would repeat them after the section chiefs, ex- 
cept that the sechnd would, by the corporals, be 
omitted, and the fifth changed to “5. Squad, 6. Ready, 
7. Aim, 8. Fire, 9. Load.’’ Should the sergeant wait 
until the lieutenant has given all five commands before 
he gives his first command? Or should the sergeant 
repeat the first command as soon as the lieutenant has 
given it, and so on through the series? 2. U. 8. Arey 
Regulations, Par. 1,860, says that mounted troops shall 
use the F trumpet with a detachable © crook, and foot 
troops the F trumpet without crook. But the cata- 
logues of Carl Fischer and of C. Bruno & Son, of New 
York, list the “cavalry trumpet in F’’ with detachable © 
crook, and the “infantry bugle in C,"’ with detachable 
Bb crook. Also Mrs. General Custer speaks of both 
the cavalry trumpet and the infantry bugle, and says, 
“The difference between them may be sufficiently indi- 
cated by ca‘ling the bugle the tenor and the trumpet 
the barytone of military music,” and Capt. Charles 
King speaks of the “infantry bugie’’ and of the 
“deeper, mellower notes of the cavalry trumpet.” A 
few months ago the captain of our 31st Separate Com- 
pany, N. G., 8. N. Y., sent to a New York dealer in mili- 
tary goods for an ‘nfantry bugle, and he sent us an in- 
strument having the form of a cavalry trumpet with tun- 
ing slide, but its pitch is G, which, by means of the slide, 
may be lowered to F. Now, will you please to tell me 
what instrument is really used in the U. 8S. Army by 
the cavalry and what by the infantry, and what is 
used by the National Guard of this State? Answer.— 
1. Commands are correctly stated; the sergeant should 
not wait for the whole series of commands; he should 
repeat each preparatory command as soon as given, but 
this depends upon how rap‘dly they are given. In re- 
peating commands: care must be taken to avoid con- 
fusion. 2. G. O. 35, 1892, H. Q. A., amends Par. 1,860, 
Reg. to read as follows: **There shall be furnished for 
all batteries of light artillery, a small brass Bb bugle. 
For all other troops, a G trumpet with an F slide, and, 
if desirable, a detachable F crook. Foot troops may con- 
tinue to use the drums and fifes ‘n lieu thereof, if de- 
sired. Suitable whistles wil! also be furnished for such 
sergeants, corporals, or musicians as are required to use 
them. All these articles will be accounted for as camp 
and garrison equipage.” 

A. D. M.—I. D. R., Par. 562.—In our company X and 
Y claim that the second corporal should p-ace his 
squad in the new position by the following commands: 
1. Right oblique; 2. March; 3. Forward; 4. March; 
5. Squad; 6. Halt. I maintain (first) that the method 
of X and Y is absolutely incorrect, and (secondly) that 





the commands should be: 1. Right half turn; 2. March; 
3. Squad half right; 4. March. First question.—Am I 
correct in my first claim? Second question.—Am I 
correct in my second claim? Third question.—If my 
commands are not the proper ones, what are the com- 
mands that should be given? Answer.—No commands 
are necessary if signals are used, but if commands are 
preferred, use such as will save time and marching. 


S. H. E.—Regimental Sergeant-Majors and Quarter- 
master Sergeants rank the post non-commissioned staff. 
The word “ with’’ was improperly inserted after the 
word “ rank’’ in our answers of last week. See Par. 8, 
Army Regulations. 


J. ©. D.—Your question is too much of an abstract 
one, State the case clearly and in detail and we will 
answer. 


N. F. asks if a corporal has a squad of recruits out 
for drill, and two of them start to fight, has the cor- 
poral the authority to put them in the guardhouse? 
Answer.—Yes. The emergency would require him so to 
do, afterwards reporting his action to the proper officer. 


S.—Par. 521, Army Regulations, answers your ques- 
tion. “The sentinel at the post of the guard, on the 
approach of an armed body of troops, or officer entitled 
to the compliment, will cry, ‘Turn out the guard,’ and 
announce ‘who approaches.”’ 


E. G. T.—Write to the Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, Washington, D. C., for information. We do 
not think a transfer from the line to the Signal Corps 
could be effected. 


AMBITIOUS GUARDSMAN.—No examinations for 
civilian candidates for commissions in the Army have 
recently been ordered. Read carefully General Orders 
72, A. G. O., Aug. 10, 1891, published in Army and 
Navy Journal of Aug. 15, 1891, page 864 


SUBSCRIBER.—There are no restrictions in the 
matter of appointments to the position of Major and 
Judge Advocate, U. 8S. A., nor is there any prescribed 
examination. The last three appointments were from 
Captains in the line. 


E. R. P., Indiana.—In the New York Guard there are, 
strictly speaking, no battalion adjutants. There are 
under the Military Code three Adjutants to a regiment, 
and two of them are assigned to the battalions. They 
wear the “‘aiguillette’’ on dress uniform and also hel- 
met cord when mounted. An Adjutant of a battalion 
is a staff officer. 


E. O. B.—A bugler in the Navy receives $33 per 
month, and if you could enlist as such it would be 
preferable to enlist as a landsman. The duties of the 
Marines are similar to those of Infantry, and this 
branch, as you are a member of the National Guard, 
would, we think, be best for you. Apply at any of 
the Navy Yards. 


©, M. asks how the chaplains of the Navy are ap- 
pointed and what physical or mental examinations are 
required. Answer.—A candidate for the office of chap- 
lain must be between the ages of 21 and 35 years and is 
required to pass a physical examinat‘on only, but must 
be a regularly ordained minister of good standing.

Street Riot Drill and Sword Exercise is the title of a 
handy little work published at the U. 8.

Navy. ‘The formations for the street riot drill were 
devised by Lieutenant Fullam, but some of the bat- 
talion movements are based upon the works of the late 
Gen. W. H. Brownell, of the N.G.,8.N.Y. The company 
movements are of special value, because in dispersing 
a mob, it may at times be wise to assign each com- 
pany of a battalion to a separate street with orders 
tor all to rendezvous later at a certain point. In this 
manner a mob may be more effectually scattered than 
by keeping a battalion at all times intact. The wall- 
scaling manoeuvres given in the work with illustrations 
were devised by Lieut. f Maxwell, U. 8. N., 
whose company of bluejackets on board the Vesuvius 
was so perfected in this exercise that it scaled a 9-ft. 
wall in 30 seconds. The street ‘riot formations are 
applicable to Army or National Guard units. The in- 
struction in sword exercise was prepared by Prof. 
A. J. Corbesier, swordmaster of the U. 8S. Naval Acad- 


emy, assisted by Lieutenant Fullam. In the wall- 
conlier manoeuvres, two men face the wall and 
by joining the hands nearest to each other form 
Y stirrup on which their comrades mount over 
their shoulders. The free hands are used to brace 


themselves against the wall. If the wall is beyond the 
height of two men, a fourth man mounts on the should- 
ers of the third man. The men furming the foundation 
of the pyramid are pulled up by two comrades seated 
on the wall. or, if necessary, by lanyards, carried on

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The London correspondent of the Philadelphia 
“Times” claims to have discovered the secret of 
Herr Dowe’s bulletproof coat. According to him 
the way in which the cuirass is constructed is as 
fullows: A sheet of linen or canvas is taken. On 
this is laid a sheet of waterproof material, and then 
layers of china-grass are placed upon it, the fibres 
being all disposed in the same direction until the 
sheet is as thick as is required. Another sheet of 
canvas is then placed upon it, and the whole is 
sewn together and subjected to pressure, One 
sheet of this kind forms the front of the cuirass 
and another the back. If it is only desired to re- 
sist pistol bullets nothing further is required, the 
material being sufficiently resistant for this pur- 
pose. The china-grass requires no treatment of 
any kind, being used in its natural condition. To 
resist rifle bullets blades of metal are placed be- 
tween the front and back of the cuirass, with a 
metal casing on each side of them, the whole be- 
ing held in position by a padding of felt. The 
blades are sharp at the edge presented to the im- 
pact of the bullet, and thus, when the latter strikes 
the cuirass, it is cut up into small pieces whose 
further progress is stopped by the sheet of china- 
grass material. This correspondent further says: 
“Private Feederick Lowe, who was one of those 
who did the firing at the Alhambra trial, wrote 
to the ‘ Times’ the next day, pointing out that ‘the 
bullet fired from the dress circle broke up, and the 
splinters ge laterally,’ and he shrewdly re- 
marks: “We were assured that there was no steel 
or iron plate; but why did the bullet break up, and 
why did its fragments make holes in the upper deck 
of the cushion five inches away? The explanation 
is easy if we suppose the cuirass to be constructed 
as above described, and the denial that there was 
any steel or iron plate is also easily explicable, since 
aluminum blades may be _ substituted.” Hiram 
Maxim explains this effect by the spattering of 
a soft bullet when it breaks up agaiust a steel 
plate, and the lateral distribution of the splinters. 
The above explanation substantially accords with

FORT MONROE, VIRGINIA. 


. July 3, 1804. 

The past week has been one of unusual excite- 
ment in the way of serious accidents. On the 28th 
of June, while bathing, Lieut. Daniel W. Ketchum, 
Second Art., attempted to dive into water that was 
too shallow. He struck his head on the bottom 
and received a seyere shock, which paralyzed him 
from his shoulders down. Though he is still in a 
very critical condition, he is gradually improving, 
and at the present writing the doctors have great 
hopes of his entire recovery. Lieutenant Ketchum 
is one of the most brilliant officers of the t, and 
a universal favorite with all with whom he is as- 
sociated. Every one sympathizes with him in his 
trouble and hopes for his speedy recovery. 

On the 23d of last month, the chief cook of the 
Hygeia Hotel, Mr, Edward Regina, while bath- 
ing, was carried by the tide, which was running 
at the time very strong towards deep water, be- 
yond his depth, and became soon exhausted from 
battling with the strong current, sinking several 
times and calling for help. Mr. Alpheus 8. Frank, 
son of Colonel Frank, commandant, saw the con- 
dition of the swimmer, and throwing off his cout 
and shoes, rushed into the water, catching a plank 
which was thrown to him by a bystander, swam 
to the drowning man and brought him to shore; and 
not a minute too soon, for the man was abvut 
drowned. . 

On the 30th of June, Lieut. John W. Ruckman, 
Virst Art., while bathing, became aware that a 
fellow bather was in distress, and without think- 
ing that his own iife was endangered, struck out 
for the man, who was loudly calling for help, seized 
him and attempted to swim with him to shore, 
but the strong current running at the time made 
the attempt a most difficult one. They made the 
shore just against the high breakwater and when 
the Lieutenant thought he could touch bottom, 
and thus be better able to handle the now almost 
insensible man, found that he was some two feet 
beyond his depth, and but for timely help from 
ubove the breakwater both the rescued and res- 
cuer would have been in the greatest peril. 

On the same afternoon Lieut. Edward Burr, 
Corps of Engineers, by the promptest action saved 
the life of a total stranger, who had unintentionally 
swam into the swift current. 

This made four persons saved from drowning by 
persons connected with the military service; still 
there are people who think our military men are 
not much acquainted with the manly arts. 

The U. 8S. 8S. Atlanta passed the fort on the 
30th of June, headed for the sea, and on the same 
afternoon the Montgomery dropped her anchor in

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THE NEW REBELLION. 

Our readers are fully informed through other 
sources of the results thus far of the attempt of 
an ambitious labor organization, known as the 
American Railway Union, to control tke trans- 
portation systems of the country. This attempt 
has resulted in a direct conflict of jurisdiction be- 
tween the leaders of the Union and the United 
States Government. The significance of the con- 
test thus inaugurated is in the proof it has given 
of the dependence of the country for its se- 
curity and peace upon the much-abused and 
much-misunderstood Army of the United States. 

Events are more convincing than arguments, 
and the logic of circumstances is fast persuading 
a large and important section of the American 
people—and we hope that we may include among 
them Gen. Lew Wallace—that they have under- 
estimated our need of trained soldiers in time of 
peace. They are learning to fear less the menace 
to liberty from a regular army which has never 
existed, except in disordered imaginations, and 
to estimate at their true value the dangers that 
attend upon unlicensed freedom of action for 
the individual. These dangers grow more and 
more formidable as the country expands and 
enters upon new conditions. We have long be- 
lieved that the forces of disorder were gathering 
their strength for a death struggle with Law; 
with the conservative and orderly methods, be- 
yond whose limitations is not freedom, but anar- 
chy. Never doubting the result, we have been 
equally sure that it could only come through the 
ultimate assertion of military authority. By all 
ineans in our power we have sought to strength- 
en the bonds of military discipline and to incul- 
cate the ideas of subordination to authority in 
the Army and ‘beyond it. While showing a full 
appreciation of the value of our citizen soldiers, 
we have never entertained or encouraged any 
delusions concerning them. 

The event is showing that for a contest in 
any way national in its character, or involving 
disputes which divide communities, we 
have but one sure reliance, and that is the Army. 
It is not the mere paper assertion of authority 
that is required in time of disorder, but its vigor- 
ous and prompt enforcement. We need only to 
point to the record of the past week to show how 
the dignity of the United States may be brought 
into contempt when the attempt is made to en- 
force the processes of the courts by men picked 
up in the streets at $2.50 a day. It makes a 
soldier smile to read the childish: descriptions in 
the newspaper despatches of the deadly nature of 
the riot guns with which these improvised depu- 
ties are armed; as though the ingenuity of the 
sunmaker could for the discipline 
and courage in time of excitement which come 
only with training and experience. 

Elsewhere we furnish some extracts from the 
daily press despatches, which we offer as the

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text for this article. It is difficult to see how any 
one can follow the occurrences of the past for- 
night without realizing the great wrong they do 
to liberty and the country, who discredit our 
army and seek in any way to deprive it of its 
just claims to consideration and support. In 
view of the events of the present, and the possi- 
bilities of the immediate future, this seems al- 
most like subornation of treason. The admin- 
istration at Washington is entitled to great 
credit for the vigor with which it is acting in 
this emergency. The assertion of authority in 
the decisions of United States courts over the 
railways, which are our modern highways, goes 
beyond anything we have heretofore had, and it 
was greatly needed. Indeed, without it, it would 
seem as though chaos might come again. The 
presence of our Army is limited to protecting 
those who enforce the processes of the courts 
and to guarding public property; it may con- 
cerve national rights when they are once declared, 
but it has no power to go beyond their judicial 
and executive assertion. 

The necessity for a larger Army is becoming 
more apparent every hour, and it would seem 
hardly possible for Congress to ignore it. The 
pending appropriation bill should have added to 
it a clause removing all restrictions upon enlist- 
ments. This would permit the increase of our 
army to the maximum strength of the several 
companies, troops and batteries. The rest could 
safely be left to the discretion of the President. 


FORT McPHERSON, GA. 

Fort McPherson, in the vicinity of Atlanta, 
Ga., is a newly-built post, with most of the mod- 
ern improvements, and is garrisoned at present 
by artillery, although ultimately intended to be 
an infantry station. It serves at present, how- 
ever, as a relief station for the batteries main- 
tained at those somewhat enervating posts, 
if the tour be long—Fort Barrancas, near 
Pensacola, and Key West Barracks. The clim- 
ate of Atlanta is excellent, and the number of 
patients at any one time in the post hospital is 
small. Recently, we believe, out of a total pres- 
ent of 262, there were but four sick. These fig- 
ures speak for themselves. The commissioned 
personnel of the Third Artillery include some 
well-known artillerists. First on the list is Col. 
La Rhett Loralzo Livingston, a veteran who was 
graduated from the Military Academy in 1853, 
joined his present regiment in that year, re- 
mained with it until 1861, came back to it in 
1887 as its Lieutenant-Colonel, and became its 
Colonel in 1891. Still vigorous, notwithstanding 
his many years of active and varied service 
and his near approach to the retiring age, Col. 
Livingston takes a vivid interest in all things 
military and will be greatly missed by his old 
His war record is excellent and his 
gallantry well attested at Malvern Hill and 
Smithfield and other historic fields. The other 
field officers present are Lieutenant-Colonel Ed- 
mund Cooper Bainbridge and Major Joseph 
Gales Ramsay, a brother of Admiral Ramsay 
of the Navy, Bainbridge having thirty-eight 
years of active service, and Ramsay thirty- 
three years. They also have good war records, 
and during their long service have had much 
arduous duty, compensated now to some ex- 
tent by the comparative quiet of the inland post 
at which they are stationed. 

The artillery captains are four in number, 
John Graham Turnbull, who joined the Third in 
1861 and has been with it ever since, with two 
brevets, captain and major, for gallantry; Frank 
W. Hess, a Pennsylvanian, who gave a good 
account of himself with Pennsylvania 
during the war, rising to the rank of major, was 
appointed to the 11th Infantry in 1866 and came

graduated from West Point in 1870, a culture 
officer, with varied experience, of high legal 
ability, well fitted for a position in the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department. As an artiller- 
ist, it is enough to say that he is an honor gradu- 
ate of the Artillery School. Henry H. Ludlow, a 
cultured, scholarly officer, a Pennsylvanian by 
birth but a Tennesseean by appointment to the 
Military Academy in 1872; George T. Bartlett, 
an efficient officer of thirteen years’ service; El- 
mer W. Hubbard, of Connecticut, who com- 
menced his active career after leaving West 
Point in 1885 in the First Artillery and came to 
the Third in 1892, an officer devoted to his pro- 
fession. The second lieutenants present for duty 
are but two, Henry L. Todd, Jr., with four years 
service, at present adding to his experience by a 
journey to Fort Grant, Ariz., with a company of 
Indian soldiers, who are to be discharged there; 
and Jay E. Hoffer, a Pennsylvanian, who was 
graduated from West Point in 1892, a bright and 
intelligent young officer. The Medical Depart- 
ment is represented by Capts. Leonard Wood and 
Philip G. Wales, officers of professional skill and 
experience well up to the requirements of the 
times.

Of this total for 1894, 606, the limited retired 
list has 344 names and the unlimited list 256, 
while 15 officers have been retired by special 
acts of Congress. Of these 606 officers, 140 are 
graduates of the Military Academy, 61 have risen 
from the ranks, and 405 were appointed from 
civil life, and all except 74 have war service, 
mostly in the volunteers, to their credit. Com- 
ing to the active list, there are still 18 lieuten- 
ants who served with the volunteers of twenty- 
eight years ago, and 13 of these are in the five 
artillery regiments. Sixteen of the 40 colonels 
of the line are graduates of West Point and the 
others are all civilian appointees. Taking all the 
150 field officers (colonels, lieutenant-colonels, 
majors), but 35 are graduates of West Point, 
while 89 came from civilian life and 26 from 
the ranks. The artillery has the largest number 
of graduates, proportionately, there being 16 
graduates to 9 from civil life. Of the officers on 
the retired list, the West Poiut officers, though 
fewer in number, rose to higher rank than those 
from civil life, while but six or seven with the 
rank of major or above rose from the ranks. 
New York soldiers will be interested to learn 
that there are still 20 officers who performed 
their first artillery duties in New York militia 
regiments, of whom eleven came from the 7th 
Regiment, five from the 71st, three from the 22d 
and one from the 12th Regiment.

THE FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Now that the tariff bill is out of the way in the 
Senate, that body will get down to work on the ap- 
propriation bills and will rush them through as 
rapidly as possible. The appropriations have been 
extended by joint resolution until the first of August 
and an effort is to be made to pass all of the appro- 
priation bills by that time, so that it will not be nec- 
essary to make a further extension of the appropria- 
tions. The Senate Committee is disposed to be as 
economical as possible, on account of the low state 
of the Treasury, and thus far the increases reported 
are far below the additions usually made by the 
senate to the appropriations passed by the House. 
It is, therefore, not probable that there will be any 
very protracted debates over any of the bills, and 
there is little reason to believe that any of the bills 
will be the subject of prolonged conferences. The 
Fortification, Military Academy and Army Appro- 
priation bills are already on the Senate calendar, 
and they will all be passed within the next two 
weeks if the Senate makes such progress as the 
committee hopes will be possible. The Naval bill 
js still under consideration by the sub-committee 
of the Appropriations Committee, and it is not 
probable that it will be passed until near the end of 
the month. The House kept the figures on this bill 
down to a very low total and the Senate will make 
some additions, though not so many as weuld be 
the case if the Treasury was in better condition. 
The most important amendment to be adopted will 
probably be the one recommended by the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs increasing the number 
of torpedo boats to be provided for. It is uncertain 
as yet how many of these craft the bill will provide 
for. Senator McPherson, the chairman of the 
Naval Committee, wants not fewer than twenty of 
them in all. There is a strong feeilng in the Senate 
in favor of providing for at least one battle ship or 
one armored cruiser in this year’s bill, but owing to 
the condition of the Treasury, it is not probable 
that there will be any vessels of any kind authorized 
except the torpedo boats. 

Another week will elapse before the House Com- 
mission of Congress investigating the needs of the 
personnel of the Navy will perfect its bill. The 
sub-committee has not yet entirely completed the 
measure, Representative Meyer. who has it in 
charge, has almost perfected it, but he has had some 
difficulty in getting the other members of the com- 
mittee together this week, and it still lacks ap- 
proval by his colleagues. A few additions have 
heen made by Mr. Meyer to the bill since we last 
explained its provisions. One of these is a clause 
calling for equalization of pay by reducing amounts 
received by staff officers to conform to the pay of 
line officers. This change, if adopted, will provoke 
much opposition and will probably jeopardize the 
chances of the entire bill. Another new feature 
proposed by Mr. Meyer reduces the number of 
chaplains to ten. No changes are made in the 
number of staff officers and officers of the Marine 
Corps, but several changes are made in the grades 
of engineer officers. In view of the delay in report- 
ing the bill, officers are growing less and less hope- 
ful of anything coming of the commission’s work. 
Even if the bill is reported by the commission 
it will be necessary for the Naval Committees 
proper to act on the bill, so that it will be some 
time before the measure is placed on the calendar 
if the two houses. 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations took 
up the Naval Appropriation Bill Friday morning, 
and, after a brief session, reported it to the Senate. 
No additional torpedo boats are provided for, and 
the only important change is the striking out of the 
provision for new machinery and new battery for 
the Hartford. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs has sub- 
mitted a favorable report on the bill to authorize 
Comdr. C. H. Davis, U.S. N., to aecept the decora 
tion conferred upon him by the King of Spain in 
recognition of his services to the Infanta Eulalie. 

The House has passed the bill granting a pension 
to the widow of Samuel T. Hartt, late Naval Con- 
structor, and the bill increasing the pension of 
Susie Conway, widow of Senior Lieut. W. P. Con- 
way, late of the U. S. N., to $35 per month. 

Owing to some doubt as to whether the resolution 
extending the appropriations of last year pro rata 
for the month of July this year was broad enough 
i» cover the expenditures under the head of “In- 

ease of the Navy,” the Secretary of the Navy, on 
the Ist of the month, suspended all work under 
that head in the various navy yards. The House 
m Thursday passed a resolution to remove all such 
doubt and allow the work to be resumed. 

Senator Kyle has introduced a resolution direct- 
ing the Secretary of the Navy to inform the Senate 
hy what authority and for what purpose the United 
States Government, through Admiral Walker, is 
making a survey or exploration of Pearl Harbor, 
on the Island of Oahu, Hawaiian Islands, and the 

sults of such survey or exploration. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has re- 
ported favorably on the amendment intended to 
he proposed by Mr. Cameron, to the Naval Appro 
priation Bill, appropriating $4,801.78 to pay the 
Harlan & Hollingsworth Co. for work on the 
\imphitrite. 

The House Committee has reported favorably the 
hill to issue a duplicate of a lost check for $9, 
011.93, drawn by Capt. W. H. Bixby, Engineer, 
l. S. A.. in favor of Hughes Bros. & Bangs. 














HOW IT SEEMS TO A FOREIGNER. 


Discussing the Carnegie investigation, the “Lon- 
on Engineer” calls in question our whole system 
f contracting for armor plates as unbusinesslike 
ud unjust to the manufacturer. It says: _“Briet- 
lv, it may be said, if armor passes a certain mini- 
ium test, it is purchased at a given contract price. 
\ premium is offered for plates resisting the attack 
caleulated as the match for armor of 25 per cent. 
creater thickness than that under trial. This is 
lefinite and intelligible, but the following is also 
stated: ‘He (the manufacturer) is to use every en- 
eavor, and incur all the expense necessary, to 
produce the most resisting and enduring plates; and 
he is to regard the tests herein set forth merely as 
minimum limits of quality. wh'ch he is bound to 
exeel, as much as practicable, by the use of all the 
means within the reach of his establishment.’ This 
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we regard as an unbusinesslike and objectionable 
paragraph, such as a manufacturer would only 
agree to if he had confidence that it would not be 
used against him with its full meaning. For ex- 
ample, it appears that plates have been benefited 
by repeated treatment, involving, of course, extra 
expense. Can any one say that repeated treatment 
might not be enforced by words which specify that 
he is to incur ‘all the expense necessary a ay 
the most resisting and enduring plates?’ et how 
can @ man contract to make armor at a reasonable 
profit if he is open to tot lly new conditions be ng 
enforced?” The “Eng.neer” is especially critical 
upon the payment made to informers, not because of 
its payment, but because of the theory of the At- 
torney General upon which it was justified. “Why,” 
it asks, “in the name of all that is dignified, was 
it necessary to hunt up a plea for involving the Gov- 
ernment in the unpleasant position of dealing with 
contractors by two systems of inspection at the 
same time? One consisting of officers acting for 
the Government, and purporting to be the only 
recognized and sufficient representatives; the other 
men in Carnegie’s pay, false workmen following 
the trade of irresponsible detectives and using means 
that probably could not be traced. Can we conceive 
the English Government allowing of such relations 
with our manufacturers to be contemplated. 

“Next,” says the “Engineer,” “we come to the 
recommendations of a board, of which Captain 
Sampson is president. We admire the ability of 
this body of officers, but not their process of reason- 
ing. They conclude that there is evidence that 
the company has shown the possibility of making 
armor of 20 per cent. better quality than the ac- 
ceptance standard, and they arrive at the conclu- 
sion that the armor delivered, owing to fraud, is 
15 per cent. worse than it might have been made, 
and consequently they recommend that 15 per cent., 
besides all premiums, should be deducted, thus lay- 
ing themselves open to forcible rejoinder from 
Carnegie & Co., that by their own showing the 
plates were 5 per cent. better than the acceptance 
tests, and, therefore, ought to be fully paid for. 
They urge that the paragraph we noticed early in 
the article, which is quoted by Captain Sampson 
and board, could not be intended to be used as they 
use it, as an engine to raise the standard of accept- 
ance, as they et better and better plates; for, say 
Messrs. Carnegie, if so ‘we have only to produce 
one plate pre-eminently good to ruin ourselves irre- 
voeably.’” Our contemporary thinks that the 
proper course was to compel the manufacturers to 
choose between the rejection of their plates or their 
acceptance, with—a reduction of 15 per cent. in the 
price. This point seems to be rather finely drawn, 
as this is practically what was done. Finally, the 
“Engineer” urges that one plea m‘ght be made on 
behalf of the manufacturers, “wh'ch, perhaps, they 
could herdly urge themselves wisely, namely, that 
the United States Government lay down conditions 
which admit of being enforced so as to hecome very 
hard—if not imvracticable—of fulfillment. More- 
over, the authorities insist on being intiated into all 
the working of the plates to such an extent that 
they ought to pay for learnnge manufacturing secrets 
as well as for their armor. We fancv that this may 
have eiven an additional motive for the secret treat- 
ing of plates.” 

In conclusion. “Engineer” gives us this comfo ting 
assvranee: “Altogether, we admit that a standard 
excellence in armor, and in shot, too, has been 
achieved in the United States, so high that we think 
their material may fairly challenge any in the world, 
and whatever we hope, we do not feel at all certain 
that it would be beaten, but we see much to avoid 
in the business transactions connected with its con- 
tract and delivery.” 


TESTS OF CARNEGIE PLATES. 


The “Herald” reports the result of ballistic tests © 


at Indian Head which the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance has been making of some of the plates in- 
volved in the charges of fraud against the Carnegie 
Co. These tests were of the upper half of the plates 
whose lower halves were retreated without the 
knowledge of the Naval Inspectors, viz.: Plates 
Nos. 468, 531 and 619, representing groups of armor 
Nos. 9, 10 and 11 respectively. According to the 
reports of these trials appearing in the “Herald” 
the upper halves of plates Nos. 468 and 531 show 
fully as good results, if not somewhat better, than 
the lower halves which had been retreated, and the 
upper half of No. 619, would under the specifica- 
tions, have earned a premium by a large margin. The 
tests of these plates were made under the super- 
vision of Lieut. N. T. Mason, Inspector of Ord- 
nance in charge of the proving grounds, in the pres- 
ence of representativés from the Ordnance Bureau. 

The “Herald's” correspondent says: “The Car- 
negie Co. is naturally very much elated over the 
results of these tests. On the strength of them 1 
am informed it will claim that the Government 
should refund to it the money exacted from it, and 
will also demand a premium on the group of plates 
represented by plate No. 619.” He also reports 
that Captain Sampson “believes that further trials 
will show that all the armor is within the limits 
of the contract requirements, but even when this is 
shown he does not think that the company can just- 
lv claim a remission of the fine in view of the very 
conclusive evidence that the highest character of 
armor was not produced, as required.”

According to a despatch the cylinder ts a complete 
wreck, and will, it is thought, take some three months 
to repair. In explanation of the accident it is said 
a nut on the crank-pin end of the connecting rod had 
become loose while steam was being turned on for the 
speed trial, and under the heavy pressure the cylluder 
head gave way. The new parts necessary to repair 
the damage will be a cylinder casing, cylinder cover, 
new liner to cylinder, new crank-pin, cap, brasses and 
belts, and steam chest. The patterns for all of these 
parts are in Baltimore, if they have not yet been 
demolished. Commodore Selfridge, in speaking of 
the matter, is reported to have said, that the accident 
which ended the trial was greatly to be regretted, 
as the ship had behaved splendidly up to the time her 
engine broke down. She had already been under bead- 


way continuously for thirty-six hours, so the trial 
was more than three-fourths completed. Her bat- 
terles had already been tested under fire and were 


found to be in good working order. Some of the of- 
ficers of the vessel, it is said, seem to think that ar 
improvement can be made in the arrangement of the 
armor, Her bow, it is stated, sets down in the water 
about 18 inches below the stern.

I. In this: that Colonel William Seward, 9th Regi- 
ment, N. G., N. Y., being in command of the Yth 
Regiment, 1st Brigade, X. G., N. ¥., was com- 
manded by G. O. No. 1, ¢._s., from Headquarters 
ist Brigade, N. G., N. Y., dated April 18, 1804, to 
parade his command at Van Courtlandt Park for in- 
struction in extended order on June 2, 1804, said 
order being in the words and figures following, to 
wit: 

(The portion of this order in controversy is as 
follows: “IL. Commanding ollicers will exercise their 
commands as provided in the Drill Regulations, 
paragraphs 502 to 621, inclusive. They will pre- 
scribe the hour for formation and the uniform to be 
worn, and may, in their discretion, dismiss or 
postpone the parade on account of bad weather, or 
in case orders for inspection shall be received for 
days so close to the dates of assignment as shall 
interfere with an advantageous compliance with the 
same.”’) 

The said order was served on and communicated 
to the said Colonel William Seward, and he inten- 
tionally neglected and refused to obey said order by 
not proceeding with his command to Van Courtlandt 
Park, as directed in said order.

Sentence—To be reprimanded. 

LUI. The proceedings, findings and sentence of the 
General Court Martial in the foregoing case are 
approved by the Commander-in-Chief. In execution 
of the sentence of the court, the Commander-in- 
Chief reprimands Colonel Seward for the conduct 
of which the court has found him guilty. As pre- 
scribed in the regulations, it is the duty of subordi- 
nates to execute “promptly and in good faith” the 
orders of their superiors. The full and exact per- 
formance of this obligation is essential to the main- 
tenance of discipline, and any departure from it is 
a breach of military duty. 

LV. The Commander-in-Chief takes this oppor- 
tunity to say that the obligation of a military com- 
mand to respond to calls for duty is not to be 
measured by the length of time required for_ the 
cleaning by one or two men of all its arms. Such 
a standard of efficiency is not to be accepted for a 
moment. The testimony before the court on_ this 
point of the Adjutant and Armorer of_the 9th Regi- 
ment and of the Armorer of the Tist Regment 
was misleading and irrelevant, and, judging from 
the accuracy of the court in ruling on other ques- 
tons of evidence, would have been excluded if ob- 
jected to.

BOSTON SCHOOL BATTALION. 

“Harpers’ Young People” describes the Boston 
School Regiment whose annual street parade and 
dress parade, in May, form one of the features of 
Boston. It contains 1,600 uniformed and_ well 
drilled boys, representing eight Boston High schools. 
The military deans are divided into one battalion 
of eight, two of seven, and one battalion of ten 
companies. The two central and largest high schools 
in the city are the English High and the Latin 
School. ‘he Latin School is the only one that fits 
the pupils directly for Harvard College. From 
these two schools are chosen by election each year 
the Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel of the regiment, 
one furnishing the Colonel, the other the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, and the choice of each alternating 
between the schools, so that the highest officer is 
elected from one of the schools every other year. 
The other officers are elected every year by the 
boys from the various schools in which the bat- 
tulions or companies may be located. 

Before the boys reach the High schools they 
have received preliminary military instruction, 
which fits them for carrying the musket and wear- 
ing the sword. The tactics are substantially those 
used in the Regular Army. Military drill in the 
High schools is compulsory, though of course the 
feelings of the parents are given due respect, and 
exceptions made in some cases. The school regi- 
ment has no band of its own, but there is always 
a well-equipped and thoroughly trained drum corps. 
On parade day special bands are hired. About ten 
days after the annual street parade there are prize 
drills of the battalions in Mechanics’ Hall for four 
days, each battalion drilling from .two to five 
o'clock of the four afternoons. When these drills 
are over military work for the year is practically 
over, and not until the canvassing for officers’ 
positions at the opening of the next school term 
does enthusiasm for the work fairly awake. 





National Guard in Active Service. 

Profiting by experience, quite a number of command- 
ing officers in the N. Y. Guard have, during the past 
few days, caused requisitions for rations for their com- 
mands to be made out, and have also determined where 
same could be speedily procured in case of a sudden 
call for active service. Other supplies needed in fle'd 
service have also been looked over, and everything ar- 
ranged for a quick compliance with any orders that 


may be received. While the services of the troops may 
not be needed in this State, all commanding officers 
would do well to be speedily prepared for a sudden 
call, While railroad managers here may state they do 
not fear any strike at this time, their confidence may 
be misplaced. We learn on reliable authority that 
efforts are being made by the leaders of the strike to 
tie up roads in the East running into Chicago, and par- 
ticularly from Buffalo. On July 3 the 4th Regiment, of 
Illinois, was ordered to Cairo to suppress disorder, and 
on the same date the Governor of Michigan ordered the 
1st Regiment under arms for service at Battle Creek 
and companies of the 5th Regiment were despatched to 
Ironwood. The 4th Regiment, of Iowa, was ordered to 
Sioux City on July 4. Governor Altgeld, of Illinois, 
in general orders to the National Guard of that State, 
says: “It is not the business of soldiers to act as cus- 
todians or guards of private property. The law author- 
izes them simply to assist the civil authorities in pre- 
serving the peace, quelling riots and executing the law. 
Whenever troops have been or may hereafter be ordered 
out, and an owner of property feels it necessary to have 
it guarded, he must do so at his own expense, and in 
such a case troops should be stationed near enough to 
promptly quell any disturbance if one should occur.” 

State troops were on duty at Sacramento, Cal., the 
past few days, but on July 4, according to telegraph 
advices, General Sheehan, when ordered by the sheriff 
to clear the depot of strikers, desired a written order 
from the sheriff to fire, and when this was declined, the 
officers, it is said, refused to order their men forward, 
whereupon the Sheriff ordered the troops to return to 
their armory, and the strikers at last accounts were in 
possession. 

The Naval Battalion of San Francisco, Cal., was or- 
dered on duty on July 5 at Oakland. A telegram re- 
ports that Major-General Diamond has admitted that 
the National Guard of that State is unable to suppress 
the disorder, and a number of companies of the Guard, 
it is said, have openly declared their sympathy for the 
strikers. 


New York Camp. 


Peekskill, July 5. 

When the Third, Fourth and Fifth Provisional Battal- 
ions broke camp last week, and left for home, they 
were highly complimented by the State officials for 
the excellent progress they had made. Lieutenant 
Edward E. Hardin, of the 7th U. 8S. Inf., has succeeded 
in making himself very popular, and his manner of 
correcting errors is highly appreciated and easily un- 
derstood. One captain remarked that he learned more 
under Lieutenant Hardin in five minutes than he did 
in one hour under any other instructor. Front into 
line, faced to the rear, from column of companies, 
seemed to cause company commanders considerable 
trouble, and could not be readily executed until it had 
been repeated four or five times. But on Lieutenant 
Hardin’s explanation it was accomplished without a 
flaw. The programme of these battalion drills has 
occupied the time for three days on previous years, 
but this year the same programme has been success- 
fully covered in two days. 

Drilling by squads and sections is omitted this year. 
it being supposed that those drills can be properly 
learned at home in the armories. Therefore, the val- 
uable time at camp is only to be utilized in platoon, 
company and battalion extension drills. The early 
morning drills on Monday and Tuesday by platoons, 
as a rule, have so far been very good. For where non- 
commissioned officers have properly instructed their 
squads and sections, the drill is very simple and easily 
comprehended. Every man should be well posted, or 
»therwise the drill is an utter failure. The Wednesday 
drills of the company are in extended order. As a 
rule the first and fourth sections have been designated 
as the firing line, and were under command of the 
second lieutenant, while the two interior sections acted 
as supports, and were under charge of the first lieu- 
tenant. The idea is that the company is supposed to be 
acting against an enemy that is resisting the advance. 
Having moved forward a short distance, line of sec- 
tions is formed at double time. Line of squads is then 
ordered. Then deployment as skirmishers. The firing 
has been very welt done during the past week, and it 
is very seldom that a shot is fired without the com- 
mand, The firing by sections and squads, and advances 
made by alternating section rushes, are good, each 
section advancing under the cover of the fire of another 
section. At this time the line is reinforced, but as a 
rule it has not been made correctly. The line should 
advance on receiving support, and not halt. For, if the 
line is halted, the moral effect is lost. The chiefs 
should see to it, and never allow supports to move 
forward until the line is ready to advance. 

The forenoon drills on Thursdays are by the bat- 
talion in the extended order, during which 30 
rounds of blank ammunition are used by each man. 
The battalion drills are not as well executed, as dis- 
tances and movements in these drills are rather new 
to nearly all the officers and men, as battalion drills 
are something they seldom have. 

The evening parades of the week were fairly well 
done. The principal fault lies in not being able to 
judge distances between companies. The formation for 
the parades are for the first four evenings in regi- 


mental line, and the remaining evenings in line of 
masses. During the past week, one of the battalion 
ndjutants would - persist nightly, while in line of 


masses, of taking his position on the left flank of the 
company instead of on the right, and after the ad- 
jutant’s report and on the command “Adjutants post,” 
he would return to his position on the left of the com- 
pany instead to the left of his battalion commander. 
The saluting of the various officers was fair. 

The guard mounting of the past week has been fair, 
notwithstanding that a number of errors were made. 

During the first week of camp all the company com- 
manders got together, and had an informal meeting, of 
which Captain J. H. Lloyd, of the 21st Separate Com- 
pany, was chosen chairman. A resolution was adopted 
and presented to General Porter, asking for his in- 
fluence in the matter of having an additional lieutenant 
in all companies numbering over 80 members. 

The general health of the camp hax been excellent so 
far. The policing of the camp was never done better. 
The only breach of discipline that has come to the no- 
tice of the State authorities was the explosion of a 
giant firecracker in the street of the Tenth Separate 
Company. 

Last week three members of the 36th Separate Com- 
pany, one of whom was a corporal, left camp shortly 
after reyeille and absented themselves until the dinner 
eall sounded, thus avoiding the early morning and the 
forenoon dril's. They were punished by being fined 
one day’s pay and the corporal was also reduced to 
the ranks.

After a few appropriate intro- 
ductory remarks covering the period from the days 
of the Greek phalanx and Roman legion down to the 
resent time, Colonel Merriam proceeded to practically 
llustrate the great utility and convenience of his in- 
vention. The pack is a combinat'on of, and a substitute 
for, the knapsack and the haversack. The men in camp 
this week are very enthusiastic over the pack, and all 
prefer it to the old knapsack.

The fourth annual rifle competition, under the au- 
spices of the New Jersey State R fle Association, will 
take place at the State rifle range, Sea Girt, N. J., 
commencing Monday, Sept. 3, and closing Saturday, 
Sept. 8.

A trophy for each team 
match will be competed for under these regulations, and 
will be awarded to the organizations whose team, for 
the two days of the regular competitions, attains the 
highest aggregates in each match. Organ‘zations win- 
ning these trophies three times (not necessarily in suc- 
cession) will be entitled to hold and own the same. 
New Jersey trophy was won in 1891 by Ist Battalion, 
1892 by 2d Regiment, 1893 by 2d Regiment.

CONNECTICUT.—Adjutant-General Bradley announ- 
ces that the membership of the ist Division, Naval 
Militia, now in service, will be one lieutenant who 
shall be designated chief of division and who shall 
command the same; two lieutenants (Gunior grade); 
two ensigns; petty officers, first class, one boat- 
swains’ mate ane one gunner’s mate; second class, one 
boatswain’s mate, one gunner’s mate; two quarter- 
masters; third class, four coxswains, ove quarter- 
mate, one division bugler, and not more than 69 sea- 
men. The Chief of Division, Ist Div., Naval Militia, 
Cc. N. G., will nominate the petty officers who will be 
appointed by the Brigadier-General commanding Brig- 
ade, C. N. G. Rating badges and gpocalty marks shall 
be prescribed in the bill of dress for the Naval Militia. 
The Division Bugler shall wear, with the chevron of 
a third class petty officer, a bugle as specialty mark. 
Petty officers, first class, shall have the relative rank 
of 1st sergeant of infantry or artillery; second class 
shall rank with sergeants, and third class with cor- 
porals. For each day's service in uniform at the pa- 
rades, encampments or rendezvous authorized by law, 
petty officers, first class, shall receive 75 cents in ex- 
cess of the pay of a seaman; petty officers, second 
class, 50 cents, and petty officers, third class, 25 cents 
in excess of such pay.
